was developed .by the chemists of 
our nation. Some of these 
are 


familiar 
lo us, notably DDT, We 


know now thai DDT is only, parti- 
ally effective and that insects, par 
ticularly mosquitoes, 
soon 
breed 


families that are immune to the 
effects of this drug. 


Also, know that intensive use 


of Ihis poison has resulted in some 
deplorable calastrophies in nature. 
Consider, for example, ,the repeat- 
ed devastation of salmon and sal 
mon foods by spraying DDT (for 
spruce budsvorm control) on the 
Miramichi River watershed in New 
Brunswick in -1954-56. Another ex- 
ample was the slaughter of trout 
an dtrout foods in Yellowslone Na- 
lional Park in 1955. 


No\v comes Ihe reporl from The 


Sporl Fishing Institule in Wash- 
ington, D.C., 
of an even 
more 


serious threat t oour wildlife, The 
Department of Agriculture, opcrat 
ing on its own and without benefit 
of advice from the biologists of 
Fish and Wildlife Service, Is'spi- 
ting out on an aclive campagin 
against Ihe fire anl, a fairly new 
import. 


To be used in Ihis campaign are 


two poisons called 
Dieldrin and 


Heptachlor. 
Dieldrin is 
perhaps 


twenty times more toxic to fish 
and wildlife than DDT. Heptachlor 
is just about as active. It doesn't 
lake much imagination to envis 
ion what may possibly happen,
